Health Talks

BETTER TO BE PILFERED 
THAN ROBBED. 

A professional singer was robbed of 
his tonsils recently. The brass spe- 
cialist who committed the tobbery got 
away with everything, including at 
least a fifty-fifty share of the public- 
ity the singer’s professional connec- 
tions brought. Still it is not all beer 
and skittles, 1 suppose. It was an 
excellent publicity job and no doubt 
the press agent who did the work re- 
ceived his percentage from both the 
singer and the brass specialist. It 
was a well nigh perfect job. I can 
think of but one bit of embellishment 
that might have been added—a pic 
ture of a pretty girl in nurse regalia 
taking the patient’s pulse with thumb 
on ulna while he tries out his voice 
to see the effect of the operation. 

Sixteen years ago a New York phy- 
sican canvassed 500 laryngologists 
(throat specialists to you, children) 
and 500 singing teachers or rather 
teachers of singing, and tabulated their 
opinions of the results of tonsillectomy 
on the singing voice. Of course in 
those days the old Spanish custom 
‘was the conventional standard—excis- 
‘ing as much of the tonsil as one could 


‘engage in the guillotine and snare, and 
‘if this left too much tonsil in the 
throat, then fishing around and snij» 
‘ping off tags and ends with scissors 
or dissecting them out with scalpel. 

This survey embraced 5,000 tonsil 
operations on singers. Here are the 
main conclusions the _ investigator 
reached : 

1. In the hands of skilled operators 
tonsil operations in singers give good 
results, 

2. Loss of singing voice occurs very 
rarely after tonsillectomy. 

3. Impaired voice is possible, but 
most cases show an increased range of 
from half to a full tone. 

4. Bad results are most often due 
‘to sears from careless dissection or 
‘from neglected after treatment. 
| §. Injury to the tissues surround- 
‘ing the tonsil may prove disastrous. 

At the time the report of this sur- 
vey was given to the profession good 
throat surgeons agreed that bad re- 
sults ure due to careless dissection or 
to injury of tissues surrounding the 
tonsil, but said that no amount or kind 
of “after treatment” will prevent such 
injuries from leaving scars and per- 
haps bad after effects. 

The last bedside bulletin in the case 
that actuates this discussion told the 
anxious world that the tenor had 
achieved the high E or whatever rare 
note his tonsils had prevented him 
from singing before. 

Nowadays singers or speakers who 
naturally prefer to take no chances 
of injuring the voice may have their 
tonsils removed with impunity. In- 
deed, not a few have been able to keep 
up their regular speaking or singing 
lengagements while undergoing dia- 
|thermy treatment for extirpation of 
Moreover, the modern 
method—it is the method of choice for 
anyone who, like myself, cannot re- 
gard with equanimity possible ““compli- 
‘eations” of the guillotine and snare 
‘atrocity—the diathermy method is at 
i\least as «ffective in the eradication of 
‘infection as is old-fashioned, bloody, 
dangerous surgery, in everyday prac- 
tice. 

How anyone, least of all a physician. 
can recommend or practice the old 
Spanish method in this day of shock- 
less, bloodless, painless surgery. is 
more than I can understand. If | 
wished to get rid of my tonsils I'd 
rather they be pilfered than that I 


be assaulted and robbed of them.

_ The anti-Jewish boycott, the dead- 
line for which was set by nazi party 
authorities at 10 a.m. Saturday, al- 
ready has begun in many sections of 
the reich. There were numerous re- 
ports of the picketing of Jewish stores 
and other repressive measures, but 
Berlin heard of no serious clashes. 


Chancellor Hitler was quoted by 
the Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung as 
having declared at today’s cabinet 
meeting that it was necessary to take 
measures against the “atrocity cam- 
paign” as otherwise popular indigna- 
tion might take undesirable forms. 


Jews Are Warned. 


The newspaper quoted the chancel- 
lor as saying that the situation now is 
under control and that violence by in- 
dividuals must be prevented under all 
circumstances, but Jews must under- 
stand that any Jewish campaign 
against Germany would react most 
sharply upon Jews in Germany. 


The purpose of the Jewish boycott, 
as explained by nazi party leaders, is 
to retaliate against protest movements 
abroad based on reports of atrocities 
against the Jews in Germany. 

One of the principal anti-Semitic 
outbursts today occurred at Goerlitz, 
where about 1,000 people massed be- 
fore the courthouse, demanding the 
removal of Jewish judges and law- 
yers. Nazi storm troops occupied the 
building and 35 Jews were placed un- 
der protective arrest. 

At Muenster, nazis occupied the 
courts, declining to permit Jews to 
enter. They also confiscated knives 
used in Jewish butchering rites. 

In Berlin, the municipal govern- 
ment ordered that from April 1 all 
supplies for municipal projects and 
offices must be purchased from na- 
tionalist merchants. Forty-eight Jew- 
ish shops which were picketed by nazi 
storm troopers were quickly closed 
and a number of retail establishments 
operated by non-Jews on money bor- 
rowed from Jews were posted with 
pickets. 

Lawyers, Professors Uusted. 

At the University of Westphalia, 
Jewish professors were prevented from 
entering classrooms and Professor 
Hugo Sinzheimer, a member of the 
faculty, and three Jewish attorneys 
were placed under protective arrest. 
The professor was a reporter for the 
war guilt commission and is a mem- 
ber of the German peace society. 

In Emden, 24 Jewish shop windows 
were smashed, and in Goettingen the 
windows of virtually all Jewish stores 
were destroyed. 

Anti-Jewish propaganda ceased in 
Gleiwitz, Beuthen and Hindenburg 
after the Silesian Chamber of Com- 
merce had_ ruled against the cam- 
paign, saying it was an inexpedient 
movement. 

Nazi storm troopers closed Jewish 
stores in Wernigerode and arrested 
some owners who subsequently were 
released. 

At Zittau, a chain store and a 
Jewish drapery store were closed “for 
public safety.” 

__The immediate closing of all Jew- 
ish stores in Eberswalde was demand- 
ed by nazi storm troops. Jewish shops 
there were smeared with tar during 
the night and glass showcases in the 
two Jewish-owned moving picture 
house were smashed. Nazi headquar- 
ters expressed disapproval of these 
acts of vandalism. 

Customers were 
buying at Jewish shops in Bad 
Freienwalde, the warnings coming 
from storm troopers, and only half 
the usual number of tradesmen ap- 
peared at the jahrmarkt, the annual 
market. Jews stayed away. 

In Schwedt, pickets were with- 
drawn from Jewish shops on storm 
troop orders. This was done after 
negotiations with the police. 

Orders prohibiting the purchase 
from Jews of supplies for municipal 
undertakings or offiees were issued in 
Wuppertal.

Effort Made To Wreck 


Matsuoka’s Train 


BOSTON, March 29.—(>))— 
What the police described as an at- 
tempt to wreck the Mayflower Ex- 
press, bearing Yosuke Matsuoka, for- 
mer head of Japan’s delegation to the 
League of Nations, to Boston, was dis- 
covered by railroad police today. Two 
pieces of iron rail, wrapped in yellow 
and red bunting, which the police de- 
scribed as “Chinese colors,” were re- 
moved from the track 20 minntes be- 
fore the train was due. 

The obstructions were found by rail- 
road policeman John .McCabe, at the 
Yarmouth street bridge over the rail- 
road tracks.

“1. The power to create the na- 
tional banking system and the federal 
reserve system as useful instrumental- 
ities to aid the federal government in 
performance of certain important gov- 
ernmental functions included’ the 
power to take such action as congress 
may deem necessary to preserve the 
existence and promote the efficiency 
of these systems. 

“2. Having provided the country 
with national currency through the 
national banking system and the fed- 
eral reserve system, congress may con- 
stitutionally preserve the full benefits 
of such currency for the people by 
appropriate legislation. 

“3. The existence of a heterogene- 
ous banking structure in which there 
have been more than 10,000 bank 
failures during the past 12 years con- 
stitutes a burden upon and an ob- 
struction to interstate commerce, and 
congress may enact appropriate legis- 
lation to correct this condition.” 

Justification for Acation. 

Wyatt said any one of these 
grounds “would be a sufficient con- 
stitutional justification for enactment 
of legislation restricting the conduct 
of the commercial banking business to 
national banks; and, when all three 
grounds are considered together, there 
can be no doubt that such legislation 
would be not only constitutional but 
also entirely appropriate and in ac- 
cordance with the federal government 
and the states.” 

“Having the power to confine the 
commercial banking business to na- 
tional banks,” he added, “congress 
can exercise that power in any man- 
ner which it deems appropriate and 
adequate for its purposes.” 

He suggested as means to accom- 
plish this end, that congress could: 

Forbid the receipt of checking de- 
posits by any individual, partnership 
or corporation other than a bank or- 
ganized under laws of the United 
States, and provide penalties for vio- 
lation; 

Impose a prohibitive tax on all 
checks and similar documents drawn 
on, or payable at banks not organ- 
ized under the laws of the United 
States ; 

Forbid any officer of the Unfted 
States or any federal reserve bank, 
national bank, federal land bank. 
ete., to receive for any purpose, any 
check drawn upon any non-national 
bank: 

Forbid any national bank to permit 
use of any of its facilities by any 
non-national commercial bank ;

DEPUTIES BLOCK 
DEBT PAYMENT 


Paul-Boncour Asks That 
Discussion of Payment. 
Be Deferred. 


PARIS, March 29.—(4)}—The fi- 
nance committee of the chamber of 
deputies today in effect blocked the 
move for immediate payment of the 
$19,000,000 war debt interest which 
was due to the United States last 
December 15. 

Foreign Minister Joseph Paul-Bon- 
cour explained to the committee the 
government's attitude was that dis- 
cussion of the debt question should be 
put Off because of negotiations now 
in progress with the United States. 

The committee took no vote on the 
question but members said they were 
in general agreement with the for- 
eign minister, The attitude was that 
discussion at this time might hinder 
the negotiations with America. 

M. Paul-Boncour told the commit- 
tee that it would be difficult for 
France to make the defaulted pay- 
ment now, as within a short time— 
on June 16—the next installment will 
become due and about it nothing has 
been settled. 

The foreign minister made it clear 
that he desired to know the exact 
debt position of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. He said two matters were 
primary in consideration of the De- 
cember payment—considerations of 
foreign policy which dictate that 
France ought ot pay; and the view 
of parliament, determination of which 
is Outside the province of the gov- 
ernment. 

An_ official communique said M. 
Paul-Boncour expressed the hope that 

conversations now in progress which 
show sentiments of friendly under- 
standing on the part of Mr. Roose- 
velt may soon make possible a ges- 
ture on the part of France in the di- 
rection of bringing together the Amer- 
ican and French points of view in 
order to permit the improvement of 
the situation which may be fruitful.”

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paring five acres for a cotton crop. 

His plaint reflected the sentiment 
of a community that typifies much of 
the rural south since slavery and dis- 
integration of the great plantations. 

The story books dramatize southern 
planters in white linens lounging on 
broad verandas while their laborers 
till the fields, ease and luxury born 
of bountiful and easy harvests. a hun- 
dred happy negroes singing at their 
work in a single cotton field so big 
that the eye cannot see its length and 
breadth. 

But most of that is a far cry from 
actualities of the day. By no stretch 
of the imagination could such drama 
be applied to more than relatively nar- 
row areas in the lower Mississippi val- 
ley and the coastal plains of the At- 
lantie seaboard. 


Small Farms. 


Rather, the south as a whole is a 
land of small farms whereon the land- 
lord prospers by the measure of. his 
own toil. They are born of the soil 
and from the soil their living comes. 
From pioneer ancestors, who were a 
hardy cross-breed of English, Scotch 
and Irish, come traditions of inde- 
pendence mothered by reliance on 
one’s own acres. 


B. A; Stringer is a member of such 
a clan. This writer found him dili- 
gently building terraces in a field 
about to be planted to cotton but he 
took time out to talk. 


“Lending money to farmers is the 


worst thing that could happen,” he 


exclaimed with emphasis. “What we 


need is a market for our stuff.” 

_ “You're dern right," chimed in T. L. 
Nuckolls, a neighbor, who was helping 
with the terrace buiiding. “Give us 
something for what we go to sell an 
that’s all we ask. We ain't looking 
to the government for anything except 
some way to stimulate markets.” 

Mr. Stringer speaking again: 

‘Crop loans aré bad business be- 
cause they throw that much .nore stuff 
on the markets for the speculators to 
control the price of.” 

He is of the opinion lots of people 
mortgage their farms and get loans 
“Just because they can.” 

Travels By Buggy. 

D. B. Stringer, a young farmer of 
the same community, has worked out 
his own solution to the farm crisis 
by practicing strict personal ‘econ- 
omy. Among other things, he has 
stored his automobile in the shed and 
does his traveling by mule and buggy. 

“I drove my car to my wedding 
last September and it ain’t been used 
since,” he related, 

And what does the bride think of 
buggy riding? 

“She likes it,” 

J. P. Womack was busy planting 
potatoes, but he, too, took time to ex- 
claim against governmental machinery 
that extends loans and piles up mort- 
gages on the land. 

“The loans have got to be paid some 
time, ain’t they?’ he asks, and then 
gives the answer before you can 
reply. 

“If the borrowers can’t repay, the 
government will have to raise taxes 
and make it harder on all of us. It 
won't help the government much to 
foreclose on the land, for what are 
they going to do with it after they 
get it?’ 

He is skeptical of crop loans as a 
principal, fearing that they encour- 
age “lots of lazy people to loaf.” 

“Mr. Roosevelt did the right thing 
in doing away with the federal farm 
board,” he continued. “I don’t see as 
it ever helped anybody.” 

Wants Cotton Holiday. 

S. Branch, who used to sell live 
stock and farm machinery at Monroe, 
Ga., and lost $20,000 on bad credit, 
advanced this plan: 

“Let the president declare a 12- 
month’ national cotton holiday. That 
would get rid of the surplus and de- 
stroy the boll weevil. Then repeal all 
the prohibition laws. That would use 
up all the surplus grain and estab- 
lish a fair price. At the end of two 
years we would see the country blos- 
soming like a rose.” 

He says, “A farm:: is a fool to 
get a loan to plant a crop when he 
knows it won't bring what it cost 
him.” He would also have the pres- 
ident declare a year’s moratorium on 
farmers’ debts during the cotton holi- 


day.

The next 
season saw him at New Haven. The Pirates kept him sitting 
on the bench, with the exception of a few games, in 1927, and 
in 1928 he was sold to the Kansas City outfit. 
bought him in midseason. He became the regular shortstop 
in 1929, was the league’s sensation in 1930 and qyished along 
at top speed the next two seasons. This season hé is cracking 
the whip over the entire herd, the voungest manager of the 
majors. 

A broken leg kept Charley Moore out of a big 
league trial which undoubtedly would have found him 
sticking as a first-string catcher. He became a man- 
ager against his will. 

In four years he won two pennants, lost another in a play- 
off and yanked a hopeless last-place club up into the race with- 
in the space of six weeks. There is no managerial record like 
that one in the minor leagues. 

This season finds him stepping into the toughest 
spot in the minors—walking into the graveyard of man- 
agers—and already looking like a first division club.

Dr. Arnold recalled that the gov- 
ernment invested $1,000.000 in recoy- 
ering sulphur from a Georgia mine 
during the World War, and he said 
that while the sulphur was worth 
only $5 a ton, gold is worth $500,000 
a ton. 

The sum of: $250.000 would equip 
a property with modern and efficient 
machinery, and its earnings would re- 
pay this advance or loan within a 
year, Dr. Arnold said. He added that 
modern paved highways extend into 
the gold fields of Georgia, and that 
one of the highways is paved with 
ore containing at least $2 a ton in 
gold.

Dry Georgians Can’t Drink Beer 


Or Even Look at Pictures of It 


Georgians who may have been ex- 
hilirated by the thought that some- 


| how, by some sort of a miraculous 
loophole in the law, the state could 


join in the wet parade of April 7 
when eer will be legalized in many 
commonwealths, were groaning again 
Wednesday when they learned that 
under the statutes they not only can't 
have beer but they.are denied the priv- 
ilege of looking at and reading adver- 
tisements of it. 

During the special session of 1915 
the legislature passed a bill, which 
was given the approval of Governor 
Hugh Dorsey, prohibiting the adver- 
tising of anything which could not be 
manufactured and sold in the state. 

The state went on to make it “un- 
lawful to advertise upon any vehicle 
of transportation or at any public 
place cr resort, or upon any sign or 
billboard, or upon any circulars, post- 
ers, price lists, newspapers, periodi- 


cals or otherwise, within the limits |

for 15 days after May 1, 1916. or to 
circulate any price lists, order blanks, 
or other matter for the purpose of in- 
ducing or securing orders for such 
liquors and beverages or any of them, 
no matter where located.” 

State officials admitted Wednesday 
that there was little they could do to 
force out-of-state publications circu- 
lated in Georgia to follow the letter 
of the law, though there was some 
talk of making them black out all 
beer advertisements, 

What to do about radio programs 
sponsored by brewing companies was 
another problem. Whether anything 
will be done to halt them could not 
be learned. 

All of the officials questioned re- 
garding the law agreed that because 
of changed conditions it is now dis- 
criminating because it bars the ad- 
vertising from those publications in 
the state but does not provide a 
means of controlling other advertis- 
ing mediums which have sprung up 
since the enactment of the law.
